Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The references cited to support the genes and 
gene sources as amended are not part of the specification, and these particular genes or gene sources do not appear to have been well- 
known in the art. Furthermore, effective filing date of instant application is December 1989 (British priority document), so that at least 
Blakely et al (1990) teaching the potato sucrose synthase gene is unavailable for supporting enablement of claims drawn to the use of 
that gene. The specification does not teach conserved sequences between the various genes or gene sources, or the correlation of said 
sequences with function, and the number of species disclosed by the prior art is low, so that Lilly controls. Appellant's arguments re von 
Schaewen reference are duplicative of those previously presented and considered. 
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
